An auction of ‘nearly new”’ 
articles will follow the business 
meeting of the Friendly Guild of 
Christ Church on Feb, 14 at 7:45 
p.m, in the Parish House, 
$$$ —= The recent harsh winter storms 
should test the ability of tufted 
titmice and cardinals in making 
a living in Massachusetts. 

Thus, there should be an extra 
flavor of speculation in the fourth 
annual Cardinal and Tufted 
Titmouse Census, due to be held 
over the Lincoln Birthday weekend, 
Feb, 12 and 13, 

Last year’s reports, largely 
from persons with bird feeders, 
disclosed that there were 1,168 
cardinals and 1741 titmice in the 
state, The odd thing about somany 
of these birds appearing in the 
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Commonwealth is the fact that 
before 1957 there were notitmice, 
and the one cardinal that some= 
times arrived in Massachusetts 
during a year was 4 rarity that 
attracted hundreds of birders to 
the vicinity. 

Anyone can join in the fourth 
annual survey. If you have either 
cardinals or titmice calling at your 
window feeder, address a request 
for a census card to Mrs. Deborah 
V, Howard, Massachusetts Audu- 
bon Society, Lincoln, Mass, 01773, 
Enter on the census card the 
largest number of titmice and/or 
cardinals that you see at your 
feeder either of those days. 

Both the cardinal and titmouse 
normally live well south of New 
England, In 1957, titmice invaded 
Massachusetts and during the first 
few years their numbers fluctuated 
rather widely, In more recent 
years, the population seems to be 
increasing steadily. 

There even have been a few 
reports of titmice straggling into 
southern New Hampshire and 
southwestern Maine, Birders in 
those areas should watch for this 
small gray bird, about the size of 
a chickadee but darker and wearing 
a crest, 

The cardinal is the well-known 
redbird that once was a cagebird 
favorite before the federal govern= 
ment halted the taking of native 
birds for cage use. 

Speaking of names, it required 
considerable imagination and a 
severe stretch of the language to 
apply a name such as ‘“‘titmouse’” 
to a bird. 

Miss Dorothy E, Snyder and the 
late Ludlow Grisoom in their an= 
notated checklist, ‘‘Birds of Mas- 
sachusetts,’” considered the 
titmouse a hypothetical visitor to 
Massachusetts in their 1955 
volume, 


The cardinal was present in 
small numbers in 1955, Snyder 
and Grisoom noted that seventeen 
birds were reported in 1954 from 
a total of ten areas, 

In the current invasion, both 
cardinals and titmice = but es- 


pecially the titmice - have been, 


seen largely either in the suburbs 
west of Boston or in the Spring- 
field region of the Connecticut 
Valley, 

A snowstorm such as the re= 
cent one, which was interrupted 
by rain and followed by a 12= 
degree temperature drop, be= 
comes a severe stress upon birds 
not ideally adapted to New Enge 
land weather, A wet bird suffers 
a terrific heat loss and those not 
adapted to such stress usually die, 

Cardinals and titmice probably 
weathered all the storms, Cold 
winter rains are common within 
their natural range south of New 
England, 

James Baird of the Massachue 
sétts Audubon Society suspects 
that the extreme cold experienced 
in a few New England winters 
may be more of a limiting factor 
on cardinals and titmice than long= 
lasting snow blankets.

Team Teaching Topic 
For Education Group 


Dr. Robert Hayes, professor of 
psychology at Boston University’s 
College of Basic Studies, saidhere 
last week that a school building is 
the least important ingredient in a 
superior education, 

The professor was in Andover 
for a meeting of the Andover Edu- 
cation Council at which he dis- 
cussed the possibilities embodied 
in the term ‘‘team teaching,’® He 
told the citizens’ group that the 
community must be able to provide 
flexible space for team teaching, 
whether in new or remodeled 
buildings, but more vital is joint 
teacher-student involvement inthe 
learning process, 

He defined team teaching as 
technique for which a high degree 
of communication must exist be= 
tween students of many abilities 
as well as between teachers of 
different subjects, Under such a 
system, he said, each teacher 
handles the kind of teaching. 
he knows best, whether as lecturer, 
discussion leader or tutor, 

To illustrate, Dr. Hayes said 
children studying the role of re= 
volution in history might hear an 
expert on French history compare 
the American revolution with that 
of France, a science teacher 
technological changes 
that contribute to social unrest and 
an English teacher discuss the 
writings of Lock and Voltaire, 

The professor maintained that 
children naturally want to learn 
and will respond to a realistic, 
interesting presentation of 
material, 

Ideally, said the professor, co= 
operation replaces competition 
among both students and faculty 
in a team teaching situation, Point- 
ing out that team teaching can be 
used with either homogenous and 
heterogenous’ groupings of 
students, Dr, Hayes said he feels 
mixed groups including students 
of widely varying abilities benefit 
most from the team concept, 

The BU educator told the Council 
that a school system must be pre= 
pared to-buy the equipment neces= 
Sary to support educational innova= 
tions, Funds should be made avail~ 
able for experiment and evaluation 
with the understanding that experi 
ments sometimes fail, he said, 
Furthermore, he added, a teacher 
must carry a student load con= 
sistent with good education, ‘‘If you 
ask him to teach six different 
glasses with 30 kids apiece, you 
can’t get your money’s worth, even 
if you pay him $10,000 a year,’’ Dr, 
Hayes explained, 

In further discussion he said, 
‘Team teaching isn’t all new,” 
The concept embodies educational 
ideas that superior teachers have 
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put into practice for years, ‘‘Still’’, 
he remarked, ‘‘some teachers 
don’t like it, It’s just too darn much 
work,’’ A teacher involved in a 
broadly conceived team teaching 
program must be constantly 
learning from his colleagues, and 
taking time to concern himself with 
individual students, It is a lot of 
work, he said, but such a program 
can contribute greatly to a 
teacher’s professional value, and 
ultimately attract more and more 
able people to teaching careers in 
Dr, Hayes opinion,

lating to the representation of supervisory nurses. It is, at 
least, cited by the Massachusetts Teachers Assn. as 


precedent. 


But the legality of it hardly seems to be the point. The 
law may be written loosely enough to make it perfectly 
legal for teachers and their bosses to bargain as a unit, 
but that cannot make it appropriate. 

Such oneness may have presented few problems when 
teachers associations met largely for the exchange of 
information and the camaraderie. But they have begun to 
function more militantly and to seek a wider role in the 
development of decisions that affect their careers. 

This shift in emphasis, plus the strength that is certain 
to be gathered from the support of a state collective bar- 
gaining law, is what has focused attention on the mem- 
bership of such organizations. 

It is this developing situation that makes it inappro- 
priate for full-time administrators to continue to allow 
the people they must supervise and evaluate to speak for 
them along with the rank and file.

To the Editor of the Townsman 

Some of your readers must have 
been surprised at the disclosure 
that school administrators may 
be members of the teachers’ bar- 
gaining association, Others must 
have been shocked at the feeling 
of comradeship more suitable for 
a social fraternity than for a 
civic organizaiton having a sup= 
posedly disciplined chain of com= 
mand, 

Such fraternizing is improper 
for the administrators, presump= 
tuous for the teachers, 

It is improper for the admin- 


istrators because, when the 
inevitable clashes of interest 
occur, there shouldn’t be the 
shadow of a doubt in our admin- 
istrators’ minds as to which side 
they are on, By the very nature 
of their jobs, they belong on the 
public’s side and they must hold 
the public interest inviolate, Un= 
less our administrators act ace 
cordingly, they are violating a 
fiduciary position and a public 
trust, Conflict of interest here

town, their objectivity in evaluating 
teacher performanceisendan= 
gered and their value to the town 
dwindles, Such opportunities for 
mutual back scratching must not be 
permitted,

to this day by the public and its 
official representatives, This 
places tenderhearted human- 
itarians in a unequal eyeball-to- 
eyeball confrontation with hard= 
headed realists,

Q. I received $8,000.00 Life 
Insurance proceeds upon the death 
of my husband, Is this $8,000.00 
taxable income to me? 

A, No, Life insurance proceeds 
paid by reason of death are not 
taxable, 


Q, A friend told me that you 
don’t have to provide half a per- 
son’s support to be able to claim 
him as a dependent, They said if 
several people chipped into sup=- 
port someone then it was up to 
the group doing the supporting 
to decide who should claim the 
dependency exemption, Is_ that 
right? 

A, Under some circumstances 
that is correct, Cases like this 
usually arise when several mem-= 
bers of a family contribute jointly 
to the support of another member, 
When the other tests for claiming 
a dependent are met, and when 
several people together have 
provided more than half the sup= 
port of a person but no one person 
has contributed more than half, 
they may agree to permit one of 
them to claim the exemption, To 
do this, the person who takes the 
exemption must have contributed 
over 10 percent of the support and 
the others who contributed over 
10 percent must sign a declara- 
tion (form 2120) that they will not 
claim the exemption for that year, 
These declarations must be filed 
with the return of the one claiming 
the exemption, 


Q, May Iclaim my wife’s exemp- 
tion on my separate return? 

A, Only if your wife had no in= 
come and was not the dependent of 
another taxpayer, A husband and 
wife may also file a joint return 
even though one had no income, 
However, if the wife had any in= 
come, no matter how small, the 
only way the husband can claim 
his wife’s exemption is for them 
to file jointly, reporting their tax 
incomes together, Technically, a 
wife is not a dependent for income 
tax purposes, The exemption is 
based on the marital relationship 
rather than dependency, Thus, the 
taxpayer will find that there is one 
set of rules for his wife’s exemp= 
tion and another set of rules for 


exemptions of children and other 
dependent relations. 


Q, I expect to obtain outside 
help for this year’s federal income 
tax return, How can I be sure the 
man I get to help me is reliable? 

A, The majority of tax advisors 
are competent and honest, The 
things to look for are: avoid the 
man who ‘‘guarantees’’ you a re= 
fund; be on guard if he suggests 
that the refund be sent to his 
address; never sign a blank tax 
form; don’t sign a form that has 
been prepared in pencil, the figures 
could be easily changed; ask the 
advisor to sign the return he has 
prepared, Remember that you, (the 
taxpayer), are legally responsible 
for the contents of your tax return 
regardless of who prepares it, 


Q. On my W-2 form, there are 
two different boxes showing the 
amount of wages I received, Which 
figure should I use? 

A, Use the amount shown in the 
box marked, ‘*Wages paid subject 
to withholding in 1965,’* The other 
box shows how much of your 
earnings were subject to Social 
Security Tax, 


Q, I received $1,500.00 under 
the will of my deceased uncle, Must 
I report this amount as income on 
my federal income tax return? 

A, No, Gifts, bequests or in- 
heritances received by you arenot 
income, If property so received 
later produces income of a taxable 
nature, the income is taxable, 


Unusual? 


In the Jan. 27 issue of the

GI Release 


Is Necessary 


Massachusetts veterans who sell 
their GI homes and permit the 
buyer to assume their GI loan 
remain liable incase of subsequent 
foreclosure unless they obtain a 
release of liability, 

This can be obtained upon re= 
quest to VA, if VA approves the 
buyer as a good credit risk, 

A release from liability, how- 
ever, does not restore the 
veteran’s eligibility for another 
GI loan, 


This can be restored only when 
the VA is no longer liable to the 
lender on the guaranty, and if the 


veteran: 


(a) is forced to sell his home 
through no fault of his own, for 


reasons of health, employment, 
etc.; 


(b) has his property taken by a 


Government agency for public use, 
or destroyed by a natural hazard; 
or 


(c) is in military service and 
must dispose of his home because 


of a military transfer,
